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OIL AGENCY CHAIRMAN IN OIL BUSINESS

AUSTIN 

Bill Murray, the chairman of the 
state commission that regulates the 
mammoth oil and gas industry, is 
himself a director and stockholder 
in an oil drilling company that so- 
licits business in the industry, the 
Observer has learned. 

He sold an interest in a multimil- 
hion-dollar gas company when he 
joimed the commission in 1947 and 
has given away stock in another oil 
company because he feared that a 
conilict of interest might develop, but 
he has held on to his interest in the 
B BM Drilling Company in spite of

his enormous authority over the in- 
dustry as chairman of the Texas Rail- 
road (ommission, 

He asserts that he has disqualified 
himself from acting as a cdémmis- 
sioner On any issue that might in- 
volve the company. The commission 
does not regulate drilling contract 
rates but does promulgate field regu- 
lations that affect drilling expenses. 

“The drilling company is not sub- 
ject to any regulation,” Murray told 
the Observer in one of two inter- 
views on the subject. “It's just the 
fact that it drills with people in the 
business. I’ve worried about that. I 
thought [ might sell it (the stock).” 

Tle said he has not disposed of it 
because it would be hard to sell on 
the market, since the company has 
ploughed back its earnings into in- 
vestment. It owns nine drilling rigs 
and operates in Texas, New Mexico, 
and [.ouisiana,

impropriety or not,” Murray said. “I

GAMBLING DEVICES ESCAPE TAXATION 


AUSTIN 


The owners of at least 150 slot 
and piuball machines, which are be- 
ing used in Galveston Island gam- 
bling, are still escaping federal tax 
payments despite recent raids, the 
Observer has learned. 

A check of records on “coin-oper- 
ated gambling devices” in the District 
Internal Revenue Office here showed 
that the $250 annual federal tax had 
been paid on only two such machines

Long Distance Phone Rates Awry 


(tirst of a series on Texas’s 
long dtstance telephone rates.) 
AUSTIN 

Texas's long distance telephone 
rates, as listed by Southwestern Bell 
Telephone Company, are confusing 
and anything but amusing to the 
customer. 

For example, if you reside in Aus- 
tin and make a call to Texarkana, 
Texas, Southwestern Bell charges 
vou $l. However, if vou go a step 
further and call the Arkansas side of 
‘Texarkana, the call will only cost you 
75 cents. 

The Observer called the local long 
distance othce of Southwestern Bell 
to ascertain the Texarkana rates. The 
ew! said the charge under the condi- 
tions specified would be $1. “You 
mean for Arkansas?” she was asked. 
"Oh, no, that’s for Texas. Just a 
minute, I'll look up Texarkana, Ar 
kansas.” She did so and said: “Oh, 
that’s 75 cents. Isn't that funny?” 

The Texarkana long distance rate 
example is not an isolated case, ac- 
cording to figures listed in the front 
of the Austin telephone directory. 
Using the lowest rates, those for sta- 
tion-to-station calls of three minutes 
for Sundays or after 6 p.m. week- 
days, a call to El Paso, a distance of 
a call to Albuquerque, New Mexico, a 
595 highway miles, costs $1.15, while 
distance ot 705 miles, costs only 
$1.10, 


If you decide you want to con 
verse with a friend who is in New 
Orleans, a distance of 523 miles, vou 
may do so for 90 cents. If he should 
move to Midland, Texas, a distance 
of 315 miles from Austin and 208 
miles closer than New Orleans, it 
will still cost you 90 cents to phone 
him 

You can make a 910-mile call to 
Denver, Colo., for $1.20, but a 595 
mile call from Austin to El Paso will 
cost vou Si..45. 

Under rates in Southwestern Pell’s 
directory, tt will cost you 75 cents to 
call Tyler, a distance of only 226 
miles. For twice that amount, $1.50, 
you can call Washington, D.C., a dis- 
tance of 1,563 miles, which is seven 
times the distance from Austin to Ty- 
ler. 

Long distance telephone miles in 
Texas, it appears from the rate chart, 
just cost more. 

The Austin telephone directory 
lists the tollowing rates for calls from 
Austin, while the highway mileages 
shown are from the Department of 
Public Safety information office. 
(Rates are all for station-to-station, 
night and Sunday calls.)

Miss Reed has done ample justice 
to the artist.
